While  not  high  flavored  like  some  varieties 
having  foreign  blood  in  them,  it  is  good  and  sweet 
soon  as  fully  colored,  not  foxy.  Its  worst  fault  is 
that,  like  all  our  purely  native  early  grapes,  its  flesh 
is  somewhat  pul^v,  although  no  more  so  than  that  of 
Moore’s  Earlv  if  indeed  as  much.  Desirable  any- 
where for  both  domestic  use  and  market.  Indispen- 
sable for  cold  sections  having  short  season. 

THE  LUCILE 

The  Coming  Red  Market  Grape 

The  Lucile  ripens  between  Moore’s  early  and  Wor- 
den, just  in  time  to  pack  with  Diamond  and  Worden; 
an  excellent  trio  of  our  National  colors — red,  white  and' 
blue. 

The  LUCILE  is  sweet,  and  in  quality  compares  fa- 
vorably with  that  of  Wyoming  Red,  which  it  also  re- 
sembles in  color.  But  its  crowning  glory  is  the  size 
and  compactness  of  its  clusters  which  resemble  those 
of  Diamond  and  Pocklington,  but  even  larger.  While 
it  is  an  excellent  market  grape  anywhere,  it  is  indis- 
pensable at  the  extreme  North  where  only  early  and 
extra  hardy  varieties  succeed. 

The  LUCILE  yields  as  much  or  more  than  Con- 
cord, Niagara  or  any  other  well  known  market  grape. 
Hardy  and  healthy  as  any  grape,  and  much  more  so 
than  Niagara.  A strong,  robust  grower  and  ripens  its 
wood  to  the  tip  under  a load  of  fruit,  under  which  the 
Niagara  would  not  ripen  one-half. 

The  LUCILE  never  drops  its  berries,  but  where  the 
season  is  long  enough  it  gradually  dries  up  into  raisins 
on  the  vines. 

What  the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  at  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  says  for  the  Lucile: 

“LUCILE  is  of  interest  and  value  because  of  its  tru- 
ly^ remarkable  vine  characters.  In  vigor,  health,  har- 
diness and  productiveness  it  is  not  surpassed  by  any 
of  the  cultivated  native  grapes.  It  is  probably  a seed- 
ling of  Wyoming  but  the  vine  is  much  more  vigorous 
than  even  that  variety,  which  is  considered  a very 
strong  grower.  Yet  with  all  of  its  great  growth  Lu- 
cile ripens  its  wood  almost  perfectly.  It  is  very  pro- 
ductive, as  much  so  as  any  other  of  our  native  grapes, 
often  bearing  four  bunches  to  the  shoot,  its  crop  ex- 
ceeding those  of  Concord.  It  has  never  been  known  to 
winterkill  in  the  grape  regions  of  New  York  and  is 
probably  as  hardy  as  any  other  of  our  Labruscas.  Its 
fruit  and  foliage  are  very  nearly  immune  to  the  fungal 
diseases  of  the  grape.”
